Gracefully aging surfaces of 
earthen brown and gold, with only a few handling marks and a small 
but noticeable carbon spot on the obverse rim at 4 o'clock. 

1874 PR 63 Red AN ACS. Copper-red color throughout, the surfaces 
are only marred by a few scattered hairlines, mostly on the obverse. 

1879 PR 63 Red ANACS. A moderately reflective, muted-red exam¬ 
ple with unusually clean surfaces.

This piece is well defined and lustrous with 
slight milky patina overall. 

1934- S AU 55 ANACS. Lightly toned with considerable luster and 
a most attractive, near mint state look. 

1935- S MS 63 PCGS. Soft reddish-golden toning is present mostly 
on the obverse. A few small abrasions keep this from a finer class.

Net 
graded AU 50 with Unc. details, a couple of obvious surface scratch¬ 
es are seen on each side. 

1917 McKinley-Scratched-ANACS. Net graded AU 55 with Unc. 
details, the reverse is of gegt quality while the obverse exhibits some 
cosmetically tragic scratch marks.

1859-D XF 40 ANACS. Bright golden surfaces that are reasonably 
well detailed throughout, the most obvious softness seen in the 
denomination, date, and bow below. The most available Dahlonega 
gold dollar of this type, but still a low mintage scarcity of just 4,952 
pieces. Trends $1,250. 

1865-Cleaned-ANACS. Net graded AU 50, the surfaces are abnor¬ 
mally bright and badly hairlined. One mark is noted above the R of 
DOLLAR. 

1881 MS 65 PCGS. Prooflike, as are most examples of this briefly 
minted issue, one of just 7,620 business strikes produced. There is a 
small area of minor planchet porosity in the center of the reverse.

475 1859 PR 65 Cameo NGC. Although mint records indicate 80 proofs 

were coined this year, both services combined have thus far graded 
only 18 examples. These numbers hold true to Breen's estimate that 
about 15 coins were extant of the original mintage, the remainder 
were melted as being unsold. The mirrored fields are colored an even 
orange-gold. There is one small area of brilliance just below the ear 
of the frosted head, giving the appearance of a sparkling gem ear¬ 
ring. The reverse is equally attractive from the standpoint of color, 
but there is some light porosity at the 0 in DOLLAR, and to the right 
of the 1 between it and the wreath. These minor imperfections may 
keep the coin technically out of a finer class, but rest assured that this 
will be a very popular item in the sale. 


CERTIFIED LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 


476 1849 MS 62 NGC. The 1849 is quite a scarce and desirable date in 

the series. With a moderate mintage of 23,294 coins, it is very diffi¬ 
cult to obtain in grades of AU and better as most have been heavily 
circulated. The obverse is sharply defined while the reverse is soft 
on the left (facing) leg of the eagle. Lustrous orange-gold surfaces 
with minimal abrasions. Population: 7 in 62, only 2 finer. Trends 
$4,950. 


477 1861 Old Reverse AU 58 PCGS. Very scarce with the Type One 
reverse, a relatively small number of 1861 quarter eagles are found 
today from this leftover reverse hub from 1859. Both sides are a bit 
softly struck with slight loss of luster from wear. 

478 1865-S AU 58 NGC. A pleasing yellow-gold color and minimal bag¬ 
ging abrasions make this a very desirable specimen of this scarcer 
date. 


CERTIFIED PROOF LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 


487 1900 PR 61 Cameo ANACS. Easily recognized as a proof not only 
by its mirrored fields, but also by the die file mark extending down 
from the base of the T in LIBERTY. The number of proofs for this 
tum-of-the century issue was increased to 205 pieces and the rela¬ 
tively high number of survivors ranges in contrast from moderate to 
none-at-all. The surfaces here are decidedly two-toned and only a 
few discreet hairlines prelude a higher rating. 

488 1907 PR 62 PCGS. A bright example of this rare proof issue with a 
mintage of only 154 pieces. Sharply struck with deeply reflective 
surfaces and slight cameo contrast on the devices. Just a few hair¬ 
lines and field marks keep this piece from a higher category. 


CERTIFIED INDIAN QUARTER EAGLES 


489 1911-D MS 62 NGC. This is an exceptionally attractive Indian quar¬ 

ter eagle, regardless of date. The fact that it is an 'll-D makes it all 
the more special. Strongly struck on both sides with a well formed 
mintmark, the surfaces are exceptionally clean for the grade and 
show rich red-golden color. An attractive example of this scarce, key 
date issue. 


490 1911-D MS 62 NGC. Sharply defined throughout with a sharp mint- 
mark as well. The bright, lustrous, reddish-orange surfaces are min¬ 
imally marked and will surely please some collector who needs this 
scarce, key issue for his set. 

491 1914-D MS 63 NGC. Bright, lustrous surfaces with a reddish tint 
over both sides and a few minor marks in the reverse field. Just a tad 
softly struck on the Indian's cheek. A nice example of this scarcer 


479 1866-S XF 45 PCGS. While not a rare date in all grades, the '66-S 
quarter eagle is a very rare coin above VF, one of the most underrat¬ 
ed in the entire series. According to Akers' research it had the fourth 
lowest average grade of any quarter eagle. This piece retains rela¬ 
tively respectable surfaces that show the usual softness of strike on 
the eagle’s left leg. 

480 1867-S AU 55 PCGS. A scarce issue in all grades and one that is 
absolutely rare any finer. This piece shows the usual softness in the 
centers with the characteristic weakness on the eagle's left leg. Rel¬ 
atively clean overall with small traces of luster remaining and much 
reddish color. 

481 1868-S AU 55 PCGS. Frosty and bright, with adequate detailing for 
this better S-mint quarter eagle. Only a handful of mint state pieces 
have been certified, so a strong AU is an important offering for the 
collector of this long and difficult series. 

482 1870 AU 58 PCGS. One of just 4,520 pieces struck, this piece is 
very near the top end of the survivors extant. Only ten pieces have 
been graded mint state to date by both services, with numerous coins 
in AU 58. Bright yellow-gold color and semi-prooflike in the fields. 
The striking details are very sharp throughout and there is just the 
slightest friction that keeps this coin from a technical mint state 
grade. 

483 1870-S—Tooled, Polished-ANACS. Net graded VF 20, the fields on 
both sides show evidence of tooling to remove heavy marks. Highly 
reflective. 

484 1875-S AU 53 NGC. A scarcer S-mint issue, particularly in grades 
above XF where the numbers drop off rapidly. The surfaces display 
better-than-average sharpness and bright fields with lovely reddish- 
golden surfaces. 

485 1902-Obverse Tooled-ANACS. Net graded MS 60 with Unc. 
details, frosty golden surfaces that are well deserving of a finer rat¬ 
ing, save for a patch of scratches behind Liberty's neck. 

486 1905 MS 65 PCGS. The surfaces are virtually perfect with smooth, 
lustrous fields and no apparent blemishes. Fully struck in all areas 
and a lovely example of this popular gold type coin. 
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CERTIFIED THREE-DOLLAR GOLD PIECE 


492 1874 MS 61 NGC. A bit softly struck, the surfaces show a rich rose- 

gold patina. The most distracting features on the coin are a few field 
marks and a tiny scratch in front of Liberty. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 


493 1843 MS 62 PCGS. While a common issue in lower grades, the 
1843 is conditionally rare in MS 62 with only nine other pieces so 
graded by PCGS, with seven finer. This is a sharp example that is 
completely detailed in all areas. The surfaces are unusually clean for 
a coin of this grade. 

494 1854-C XF 45 NGC. Weak Mintmark. A scarce issue in XF condi¬ 
tion, this piece shows minimal loss of detail from wear and is only 
slightly softly struck. No distracting marks with much reddish color 
surrounding the devices. 

495 1855-S XF 40 PCGS. Very scarce and even more elusive than the 
Dahlonega or Charlotte issues of the same date, although the 
mintage "was substantially higher for the San Francisco issue. The 
'55-S is a condition rarity also with most survivors being well worn. 
Reddish-orange surfaces, there are a few small abrasions and a 
planchet flaw around the mouth of Liberty and several marks above 
the eagle on the reverse. 

496 1866-S Motto AU 50 PCGS. Scarce first year of the With Mono 
design and an especially rare issue in any grade above VF. Display¬ 
ing more luster than is often seen on an AU 50 half eagle, this piece 
is well struck with light yellow color and a few minor marks on the 
obverse. The mintmark is diagnostically small, changed from the 
larger No Motto variety and typically indistinct. Although rumored 
to exist, no mint state pieces have been certified by either major 
grading service. 

497 1867-S VF 35 ANACS. Very elusive in any grade. A few expected 
surface abrasions are noted for accuracy, but overall, a pleasing 
specimen of this date. 

498 1870-S-Repaired, Whizzed-ANACS. Net graded VF 20, both sides 
are abnormally bright. Although this piece has been repaired and 
cleaned, it is still presentable. 
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499 1870-S—Scratched—ANACS. Net graded VF 20, a difficult S-mint 
issue, one of just 17,000 pieces struck, that is only rarely found in 
grades exceeding XF. This piece displays pleasing color and typical 
softness on the eagle’s neck. Numerous scratches and mars are seen 
to the left of the portrait. 

500 1872-S XF 40 ANACS. Sharply detailed and lacking any apprecia¬ 
ble marks. The '72-S is difficult and very elusive in full XF, with 
higher grades being almost non-existent. Trends $800. 

501 1873-S-Ex-Jewelry-ANACS. Net graded VG 8, myriad abrasions 
show overall, probably from being mounted on a charm bracelet. 

502 1879-S AU 55 PCGS. Sharply struck and retaining much of the orig¬ 
inal mint luster. 

503 1879-S MS 62 PCGS. Minimally abraded with shimmering mint 
brilliance and a sharp strike throughout. The '79-S five-dollar is rel¬ 
atively obtainable in circulated grades, but strict mint state pieces are 
very scarce and almost all are heavily marked. 

504 1880 MS 60 NGC. Well struck with a satiny quality to the fields. A 
number of contact marks explain the grade. 

505 1884-S MS 61 NGC. A few facial abrasions are seen, otherwise quite 
pleasing for this conditionally scarce issue. Slightly muted luster. 

506 1892-CC-Cleaned-ANACS. Net graded Fine 12, the fields are a bit 
too bright and show a few scattered hairlines. Popular CC date. 

507 1900 MS 61 PCGS. Satiny with an atypical number of obverse 
marks. 

508 1900 MS 62 ANACS. Thick, satiny luster with few enough marks to 
give legitimate claims to a higher grade. 

509 1906 MS 62 PCGS. Satiny and lustrous, but showing a number of 
small contact marks over each side. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN HALF EAGLES 


510 1908-D MS 61 ANACS. Bright, lustrous surfaces overall but limit¬ 
ed in grade by a number of small abrasions. 

511 1915 MS 60 ANACS. Deep reddish coloration covers each side. A 
lovely coin for the grade. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY EAGLES 


512 1846 XF 45 PCGS. A much scarcer coin than even the low mintage 
of 20,095 pieces would indicate. The 1846 is also a condition rarity 
with most of the known survivors in the VF grade range. This is an 
average coin for the grade with only small, insignificant marks on 
either side and slight softness of strike in the centers. Medium yel¬ 
low-gold color with some luster remaining in the protected areas. 

513 1874-CC VG 8 ANACS. A date that is almost always seen with a 
mushy strike, it is also one that is considered very scarce in any 
grade. This specimen is well worn with no heavy marks or abrasions 
on either side. An unusual opportunity for the gold enthusiast. 

514 1877-S--Cleaned-ANACS. Net graded Fine 12, a well worn exam¬ 
ple that shows evidence of cleaning overall. 

515 1881 -CC-Scratched—AN ACS. Net graded XF 40, a number of 
scratches and abrasions show on the obverse. The coin also has been 
cleaned. Still, a desirable CC date. 

516 1887-S MS 62 PCGS. Sparkling mint luster with a number of light, 
well scattered abrasions noticed on each side accounting for the 
grade. 

517 1891-CC--Cleaned-ANACS. Net graded AU 50, abnormally bright, 
harshly cleaned surfaces show bits of deep brown color in some of 
the protected areas. 

518 1891 -CC MS 61 PCGS. Excellent luster and striking characteristics, 
but showing a few abrasions on Liberty’s face. 


519 1892-CC—Cleaned—ANACS. Net graded VF 20, the surfaces show 
light evidence of cleaning. Deep copper toning shows about the bor¬ 
ders. 

520 1892-CC-Cleaned-ANACS. Net graded XF 40, a number of hair¬ 
lines are seen overall, and a noticeable group of milling marks col¬ 
lected on Liberty's cheek. 

521 1892-CC-Cleaned-AN ACS. Net graded XF 45, this is a well struck 
example with minimal marks that, unfortunately, was harshly 
cleaned at one time. Myriad hairlines are seen. 

522 1895-0 MS 60 NGC. Sharply struck with lustrous fields that are 
moderately abraded, but show a couple sizable cuts in the obverse 
field. One of the more available late date New Orleans tens, but a 
scarcity in mint state grades. 

523 1901-S MS 62 PCGS. Fully struck, lustrous, and with light orange 
toning. Normal light abrasions for the grade. 

524 1906-0 MS 63 PCGS. With a mintage of only 86,895 pieces, this 
date is naturally quite difficult to locate in mint state grades. This 
piece exhibits typically marked surfaces, satiny luster, and a good 
strike. Trends $2,150. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN EAGLES 


525 1910-S MS 64 PCGS. With a mintage of 811,000 pieces, one would 
expect a coin such as the 1910-S eagle to be a relatively available 
issue. And so it is in lower grades. However, the situation changes 
dramatically when one looks to the mint state grades. It is very 
scarce in all conditions of uncirculated with Akers even rating MS 
60 coins as high R.6. In near-gem and gem condition it is very rare 
and ranks as a high R.7 in MS 64. Only 9 other pieces have been so 
graded by PCGS with 2 coins finer. The surfaces of this piece are 
well struck in most areas and the coin overall has a pronounced 
satiny texture with rich reddish color. There is no trace of the rough¬ 
ness that is usually seen close to the date on many 1910-S tens. The 
portrait of the Native American and the eagle are virtually abrasion- 
free with what few marks there are being slight and confined to the 
fields. 

526 1911 MS 63 PCGS. Lustrous with a fine-grain, matte-like texture. 
Clean surfaces (for the grade) overall. 

527 1932 MS 64 NGC. Fully lustrous and well struck, only a few minor 
contact marks (mostly confined to the obverse) limit the grade. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY DOUBLE EAGLES 


528 1851-0 XF 45 PCGS. Typically abraded fields, but with sharp detail 
on the devices. A popular O-mint Type One twenty, generally seen 
in lesser grades. 

529 1856-S AU 53 ANACS. One of the more commonly encountered 
Type One twenties, this date often comes with surfaces that have 
been immersed in saltwater, but not this example. This is a well 
struck piece with a generous amount of luster still remaining on both 
sides. Just a few scattered marks are noted on this popular issue. 

530 1859-S AU 58 NGC. A scarcer Type One S-mint twenty that is quite 
a challenge to locate in choice AU condition. This piece has virtual¬ 
ly full mint luster, is well struck, and has a moderate number of 
smaller to medium-sized abrasions. 

531 1867-S XF 45 PCGS. A scarce Type Two that is very difficult to 
locate any finer than XF. This is a clean piece with light yellow-gold 
color and a fair amount of luster remaining. Trends $725. 

532 1870-S AU 50 ANACS. Well struck with the expected number of 
light abrasions in the fields. The '70-S emerges as a rarity in mint 
state. 

533 1873-S MS 61 PCGS. Closed 3. The more common of the two vari¬ 
eties of this issue, this piece has a typical number of abrasions and 
complete mint luster. 
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534 1877-CC AU 50 ANACS. Only briefly circulated with bright, lus¬ 
trous surfaces and minor scuffiness on the obverse. First year of the 
Type Three design and a modest mintage issue with only 42,565 
pieces struck, most survivors being well worn. 

535 1889-CC-Cleaned-ANACS. Net graded VF 30, a hint of luster still 
shows in the most protected areas. The highpoints and fields are 
slightly dull from the cleaning. 

536 1889-CC XF 40 ANACS. Bright overall with traces of luster on both 
sides. A fairly typical survivor of this popular Carson City twenty, 
one of just 30,945 pieces struck. 

537 1889-CC AU 58 PCGS. A number of small contact marks show on 
the obverse, one milling mark in particular is noted on Liberty's 
cheek. 


538 1893 MS 62 PCGS. Original and satiny with attractive olive-gold 
patina lightening in the centers. Trends $670. 

539 1901-S MS 62 PCGS. Satiny luster with only a few light obverse 
marks precluding a higher grade. 

540 1904 MS 64 NGC. Minimally abraded with blushes of reddish-vio¬ 
let color on both sides. 

541 1904 MS 64 PCGS. Exceptionally frosty with rich golden color and 
well scattered obverse abrasions. 

542 1907-S MS 61 NGC. Natural pinkish-gold overtones, with obverse 
abrasions that are consistent with the grade. 

CERTIFIED SAINT-GAUDENS DOUBLE EAGLES 


543 1922-S—Cleaned-ANACS. Net graded AU 50, a lightly circulated 
example with light polishing on the highpoints. 

544 1924 MS 65 PCGS. A smoothly lustrous, nicely toned example of 
this generic date. 

545 1924 MS 65 NGC. A lustrous gem with a bold strike and a few minor 
contact marks. Some streaky patina is noticed on the obverse. 

CERTIFIED COMMEMORATIVE SILVER 


546 1900 Lafayette Dollar-Cleaned-ANACS. AU Details, Net XF 40. 
Heavily hairlined, each side shows peripheral color. 

547 1921 Alabama MS 61 ANACS. Evenly toned on the obverse with a 
nearly brilliant reverse. Softly struck in the centers. 

548 1921 Alabama MS 64 NGC. Bright, silvery-gray surfaces with the 
usual (exceptional) mint luster. A premium piece that shows very 
few abrasions. 

549 1921 Alabama 2x2 MS 60 ANACS. Dull for the issue and nearly 
free from color, a few scuffs are noted on the face of Kilby. 

550 1921 Alabama 2x2 MS 64 PCGS. There is some light silvery-gray 
patina layered over the obverse of this frosty example. A lovely, 
near-gem Alabama with only a few small abrasions. 

551 1934 Boone MS 64 NGC, streaky rose and olive colored patina; 
1935 Boone MS 65 PCGS, lustrous and toned; 1936-S Columbia 
MS 65 NGC, original "tab" toning from the cardboard holder of 
issue; 1935-S San Diego MS 64 NGC, mostly brilliant with a few 
specks of color here and there; and a 1936-D San Diego MS 63 
PCGS, brilliant. (Total: 5 coins) 


552 1935-S Boone MS 66 PCGS. Lustrous, with a charismatic crescent 
of rainbow toning encircling the obverse devices. The reverse shared 
what appears to be the overflow of colors. A small mark near the 
chin of Daniel Boone on the obverse is hardly worth mentioning. 

553 1938-D Boone MS 66 NGC. A mottling of moss green and bronze 
toning is rapidly overpowering the frosty obverse of this high grade 
example, while the reverse is nearly half covered in lighter shades of 
forest-green.

554 1936 Bridgeport MS 65 NGC. Dancing luster under grand old orig¬ 
inal toning in shades of gold, orange, and violet. Two tiny spots in 
the reverse field should be mentioned in passing. 

555 1892 Columbian MS 63 ANACS. The lustrous surfaces are lightly 
toned and show a few minor milling marks. 

556 1935 Connecticut MS 64 ANACS, choice, highly lustrous surfaces; 
1922 Grant MS 62 ANACS, brilliant; and a 1922 Grant MS 63 
ANACS, better struck than the previous example and virtually 
untoned. (Total: 3 coins) 

557 1946 Iowa MS 66 NGC. One of the more available commemorative 
half-dollars in high grades, this coin is substantially toned in varying 
shades and sharply defined. 

558 1936 Long Island MS 65 PCGS. Creamy frost and fully white, save 
for a tight ridge of medium gray toning along the obverse periphery. 

559 1934 Maryland MS 64 PCGS. Lustrous, with virtually no patina 
except for a scattering of purple-gray along the reverse border. 

560 1921 Missouri MS 64 NGC. Untoned and not really lustrous enough 
for a higher grade, but remarkably clean for the issue. Trends $ 1,100. 

561 1936-S Oregon MS 67 NGC. A satiny, fully brilliant specimen with 
essentially flawless surfaces. 

562 1915-S Panama-Pacific XF 40 ANACS, natural gray color; and a 
1915-S Panama-Pacific AU 50 ANACS, orange peripheral accents. 
(Total: 2 coins) 

563 1915-S Panama-Pacific MS 61 ANACS. A moderately toned exam¬ 
ple of this scarcer early commemorative that, from a surface mark 
perspective, appears to grade finer. 

564 1937 Roanoke MS 66 NGC. Frosty, pleasant surfaces with delicate 
signs of coloration just beginning to appear. A few small marks are 
mentioned purely for accuracy. 

565 1925 Stone Mountain MS 65 NGC. Hazy, pastel gold accentuates 
the surfaces of this lustrous commemorative. 

566 1937 Texas MS 66 PCGS. Lustrous and creamy, with subtle signs of 
light, hazy gold toning just beginning to form on the obverse. 

567 1937-D Texas MS 65 PCGS. Strikingly white and flashy. A beauti¬ 
ful example from our fair state. 

568 1937-S Texas MS 65 PCGS. The final member of an attractive PDS 
set from Texas. Brilliant and a near perfect match to the other two 
pieces. 

CERTIFIED CALIFORNIA FRACTIONAL GOLD 


569 1876 Indian Round 25 Cents, BG-881. R.7, MS 62 PCGS. Watery 
prooflike surfaces with about a 90 degree die rotation on the reverse. 

CERTIFIED COINS OF HAWAII 

570 1883 Hawaii Dollar-Cleaned-ANACS. XF Details, Net VF 20. 
Moderately toned over hairlined surfaces.
